BUDGET 
TABLED

Student councillors voted 
overwhelrningly last night not 
tô^ ratify tiie 1978-79 overall 
Students' Society' budget 
presented to them by the Joint 
Management^mmittee (JMC), 



and^^a^memfier^of "Mhe^ JMC, 
stated that uninformed 
coucillors should be given time 
to examine the budget so that 
.they can mal<e a 
p^knowledgeabie and 
'reasonable .assessment 
otherwise, things 'can get 
railroaded through council". 



$170,00 of the approved 1978- 
79 budget has been allocated 
for administrative purposes. 
This Is close to .50 per cent of 
the $360,000 overall budget. 

A large fraction of the 
$170,000 goes to pay for the 
salaries of StudSoc's 
professional administrative 
staff. The administrative 
salaries are kept confidential 
from even the student coun- 
cillors. Only the executive 
director, ttie . comptroller and 
the prpgramrhe diredtdr, "tlireé" 
of this administrative staff, 
know their salaries. 

The JMC which must approve 
budgets before they are sent to 
council passed the salaries as 
part of a lump sum assigned to 
cover administrative costs. It Is 
the administrative staff that 
draws up this undetailed 
budget for presentation to the 
JMC. 

Student councillor Fred 
McMahon spoke against the 
secrecy surrounding this part 
,of the budget, the governing 
body of the Students' Society 



should not have that much 
closed to It. Basically what I 
would like is salary levels and 
some Idea of what we are 
paying our top administrators." 

As well as not knowing ttie 
salaries of the administrators, 
John Collls, chairperson of the 
JMC, who Is also StudSoc's VP 
Finance, did not know how 
many, administrative salaries 
•'were included In the sum. He 
estimated four salaries, but 
was corrected by executive 
director Ron Lerman| wtio said 
"Six, three administrators and 
three secretarl&s." 

Collls agreed that was 
probably right. 

StudSoc also employs at 
least two other professionals 
with salaries over $15.000: the 
Building Manager and ttie Food ' 
and Beverage Manager. Their 
salaries are absorbed by the 
Union Building and. Cafeteria 
budgets. 

Despite protests from Ler- 
man, student councillors voted 
to hold a closed session during 
which . the salaries will- b 
revealed. Lerman felt that this 
type of disclosure was ab- 
normal- and wanted to "speal( 
to his'slaff and find out ttneir 
feelings." 

Although councillors ex- 
- pressed dismay at the lack' of • 
information given ^to them 
about the budget there was 
trouble filling the vacant 
councillor's seat on the JMC.' 
Five cbunciliors turneci down 
nominations before Brad- Arm- 
strong, a Senate rep to council 
finally accepted. 

StudSoc President Gary 
Elsen expressed disap- 
pointment with this situation- "1 
am surprised that no one wants 
to sit on this most important 
committee," he said.

Integrated, claiming that the 
new salaries created by It will 
provide secondary economic 
stimulus and reduce unem- 
ployment and welfare pay- 
ments. 

The Importance of corhmun- 
Ity control In Initiating and 
reviewing work projects within 
the program Is emphasized and 
OPS feels that the participation 
^of students, business and labor 
should be encouraged. 

The program suggests that 
open-ended funding and the 
creation of a project devel- 
opment bank to provide low- 
cost capital will prevent the 
failure of projects caused by 
the capital poverty. The OPS 
was critical of the government's 
Summer Experience 78 pro- 
gram saying that short term 
Jobs (in some cases only seven 
weeks long) which paid only 
minimum wages left many stu- 
dents seriously underem- 
ployed. They pointed out that 
the underemployment could 
only be stopped by Increasing 
the number of positions lasting 
a full sixteen weeks and raising 
the pay to "market value" 
wages. 

PInally the program called for 
emergency funds to provide 
advances on ' late OSAP 
cheques.

CBC resorts to 
greaseball journalism

.Recently, a CBC executive 
commented that the CBC's 
probable response to the Tru- ^ 
deau, government's budget . 
cuts 'could be to severely 
restrict the amount of money 
and resources alloted to the 
production department. Pre- 
sumably this move would 
prompt the viewing public Into 
fits of rage, and leave them 
bellowing at their MPs to 
increase the funding of 'the 
people's network.' Judging by 
the present quality of CBC 
programming, the effects of 
the production cutbacks will 
be rather difficult to perceive. 
In the past the CBC could 
always be relied upon as a 
squrce of Investigative, politi- ( 
cal Journalism. Latelyjihow;^^^^ 
ever, the quality of CBC^prcP^-- 
gramming has deteriorated to 
such a low level that it 
appears doubtful If the 
liberal cutbacks will have 
any effect on the alleged qual-- 
ity of their public affairs 
.broadcasting. 



Man Allve's Interview of 
Claude Ryan, (to be aired on 
CBC-6, Monday at 10:30pm) 
is a perfect example of the 
CBC's' recent tendency

Ism, in which the sllckness of 
production becomes the dom- 
inant factor In their shallow 
programming. The actual in- 
terview is handled inoffen- 
sibiy enough by Roy Bomls- 
teèl, but it suffers from ah- 
excessive concdntratibn on 
the more mundane aspects of 
Mr. Ryan's religious beliefs 
vis a vis politics. We learn, for 
example, that Mr. Ryan en- 
tered provincial politics at the 
bidding of the 'hand of God'.

Bomisteel's questions are 
fired in a manner reminiscent 
to a sporadic machina gun- 
sometimes, ; as In the case 
above, he plods slowly and 
methodically through an al- 
most totally irrelevant topic. 
Unfortunately, Bomisteel also 
manages to skim through the 
more reluctant aspects of 
Ryan's psyche. He falls to 
provide adequate attention to 
Ryan's views on social Jus- 
tice, and on the rights of man. 
Too much time Is spent 
exploring the extent of Ryan's 
religious beliefs. Bomisteel 
doesn't follow through with a 
rational line of questioning; 
he is Instead content to leave 
us pondering about the Impli- 
cations of Ryan's statements 
regarding, for example, the 
role of the nuclear family as

l^vThe (program also nearly 
^ménagés to pass the Issues of 
civil liberties and the right of 
citizens to be free from 
discrimination on the basis of 
language, religion, or sex. 
Ryan reveals that he would 
like to "achieve a 8oclety|ine 
which freedom Is the' ultimate^ 
right," but he falls to specify 
what types of freedom he 
favors. Ryan also states that 
human liberty "derives from 
the human dignity of the indi- 
vidual"; as well, he states that 
equality is of secondary im- 
portance in relation ;to . Indivi- 
dual liberty. Unfortùnatèly, 
Bomisteel falls to ask Ryan 
what he means by any of the 
above statements. 

Perhaps the most glaring 
example of the, general shod- 
diness of Bonilétééi's : tech- 
nique is the total absence of 
any Information on Ryan's 
opinion on the rights of 
Quebec anglophones vis a vis 
the official language- policy.

Bomisteel missed an excel- 
lent chance to explore these 
matters; instead he seems 
contented with a sketchy , ex- 
planation of Mr. Ryan's reli- 
gious ethos. 

In doing so, Mr Bomisteel 
has mjssed an excellent 
chance to inform the citizens 
of this country about the 
social and political thoughts 
of the man who may very well 
be the next premier of this 
province.
